The common features including an array of cellular housings and at least 
one cellular core disposed in at least a substantial number of the cellular housings 
cannot qualify as special technical features as they do not provide a contribution 
over the prior art because they are disclosed by Welch (US 5,972,468), Mullen 
(US 5,890,268), Meteer (US 5,773,121), Geyer (US 4,453,367), and Poppe (US 
4,194,255) (see the international search report). 

In particular, these references teach an array of cellular housings and at 
least one cellular core disposed in at least a substantial number of the cellular 
housings and further indicate they do not provide a contribution over the prior art. 
Therefore, the reference(s) specifically suggests using the common elements as 
claimed.
